At  the  beginning  of  the  year  work  was  necessarily  handi- 
capped by  change  in  superintendent,  nevertheless,  by  solid 
effort  and  kindness  of  Ex-Superintendent  George  C.  Hight  the 
situation  was  grasped  and  we  believe  quality  and  quantity  of 
work  done  during  the  school  year  has  been  good.  Not  every- 
thing has  gone  just  right,  but  for  the  greatest  part  everyone 
concerned  has  striven  to  make  the  work  as  pleasant  and  profit- 
able as  possible.  Work  has  been  carried  out  according  to  follow- 
ing, which  is  quoted  from  outline  placed  in  hands  of  every 
teacher: 

"This  is  a  minimum  course  of  study  and  is  meant  for  a 
guide  only.    It  is  sincerely  hoped  each  teacher  will  lend  his 


or  her  individual  ideas  and  augment  the  work  in  many  ways. 
If  work  progresses  slowly  and  a  grade's  work  is  not  completed 
at  end  of  school  year,  spring  term,  have  it  continue  over  to 
fall  term.  Use  all  supplementary  material  obtainable.  This 
outline  is  open  to  criticism  of  teachers  to  be  made  better  for 
another  year  if  we  then  have  the  work  in  charge.

Teach  drawing,  Nature  work  and  Music  if  you  can. 

Be  sure  to  look  over  and  explain  difficult  parts  of  next  day's 
lessons  to  pupils.  Jt  is  seldom  enough  to  say  "Take  three  pages 
for  tomorrow,  class  is  excused." 

We  regret  the  shortness  of  the  school  year,  to  keep  pace 
with  neighboring  towns,  to  fit  pupils  better  and  quicker  for 
high  school  and  to  carry  out  an  adequate  curriculum  the  town 
ought  to  support  a  30  week  school  year. 

But  little  repairing  has  been  done  this  year;  a  new  out 
building  was  to  have  been  erected  at  Eaton  School  house  but 
feasible  plans  could  not  seem  to  be  made  until  now.  The  job  has 
now  been  contracted  and  will  be  executed  in  due  time.  The  new 
shed  at  Garfield  school  has  been  fixed  so  it  is  less  unseemly 
and  more  comfortable  and  substantial;  and  one  at  Franklin 
school  will  be  similarly  fixed.  These  two  jobs  will  have  been 
handled  with  very  little  material  cost  to  the  town.  Minor  repairs 
need  to  be  made  at  Stetson  and  Longfellow  buildings. 

Very  few  pupils  in  town  have  to  be  conveyed  but  those 
on  Dore  Hill  are  so  located  as  to  cause  almost  questionable 
expense. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  efforts  of  our 
teachers  and  co-operation  of  citizens,  and  we  earnestly  hope  both 
may  be  strengthened  in  future.  Honest  criticism  for  good  of 
the  work  is  solicited. 

We  recommend  following  for  March  meeting: 

That  town  appropriate  $750.00  for  High  School. 

That  town  appropriate  $150.00  for  text  books  and  supplies. 

That  town  appropriate  $1^0.00  for  repairs. 

That  town  appropriate  $900.00  for  common  schools. 

That  town  authorize  school  committee  to  appoint  a  school 
physician.  This  may  seem  needless  to  some  but  your  officials 
know  of  no  project  of  equal  cost  that  might  yield  better  returns 
in  a  generation's  time.    The  expense  would  not  be  large.

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School  Report 


To  L,  N.  Ellingwood,  E.  H.  Tibbetts,  Cecil  Jewett,  Superin- 
tending School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Athens. 

Gentlemen:  — 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the 
school  work  in  your  town  for  the  year  February  1913-February 
1914.  The  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one  for  the  schools  for 
the  most  part,  as  is  the  usual  case  there  are  a  few  things  that 
might  have  been  done  better,  probably.  Teachers,  school  of- 
ficials, and  parents  have  worked  together  with  very  little 
friction. 

The  town  has  maintained  ten  schools  for  the  year,  a  record 
which  I  think  can  not  be  beaten  in  the  State;  of  course  the  more 
schools  the  more  cost,  hence  a  shorter  school  year.  Your 
teachers  have  co-operated  very  nicely  and  have  responded  to 
suggestions  for  professional  betterment  with  willingness  and 
interest.  Our  summer  school  in  August  at  Solon  proved  to  be 
a  profitable  experiment  and  one  which  I  recommend  be  tried 
further. 

General  interest  in  the  work  has  been  good.  I  have  rec\?m- 
m3nded  that  the  teachers  supervise  the  play  at  recess  and  noon, 
time,  and  in  the  rural  schools  that  they  take  the  noon  lunch 
in  charge.  In  accordance  with  resolutions  adopted  at  the  Su- 
perintendents' State  Conference  last  July  in  Castine  I  offered  a 
small  incentive  to  encourage  the  teachers  to  work  up  community 
interest  in  helping  to  serve  warm  drink  at  noon  for  the  children 
during  the  cold  months  of  the  year.  This  was  tried  with  success 
in  the  Eaton  and  Garfield  schools.  The  supervision  of  play  in 
the  Eaton  and  Stetson  schools  is  very  worthy  of  mention. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  common  schools  is  practically 
the  same  as  last  year,  think  we  will  not  take  the  space  to  re- 
print it,  but  will  refer  you  to  the  1913  report.  The  course  of 
study  for  your  high  school  pupils  in  Somerset  Academy  meets 
the  approval  of  State  High  School  Inspector  and  is  as  follows:

The  Academy  needs  the  encouragement  and  support  of  every 
citizen,  it  has  been  a  very  valuable  institution  to  the  town  and 
is  struggling  now  to  keep  up  its  efficiency.  The  trustees  are 
providing  good  scientific  equipment  and  the  town  provides  text 
books.  A  school  spirit  among  the  students  I  believe  will  be 
augmented  this  year  by  being  brought  into  touch  with  neighbor- 
ing high  schools  in  intellectual  and  physical  contests.  If  boys 
and  girls  can  be  found  to  keep  up  an  average  attendance  above 
thirty  I  see  no  reason  why  the  school  should  not  do  good  work 
of  secondary  grade. 

At  the  village  school  house  a  new  out-building  and  store 
house  for  school  property  is  very  much  needed.  The  means  of 
lighting  the  Primary  room  are  as  bad  as  is  possible;  I  hope  that 
something  can  be  done  soon  to  help  the  matter,  preferably  that 
the  school  should  grow  enough  to  necessitate  a  new  building; 
last  term  both  rooms  were  over-crowded. 

No  teacher  and  pupils  should  be  asked  to  stay  in  the 
Franklin  schoolhouse  another  winter  term  of  school,  the  shed 
and  out-building  there  is  good  but  the  house  is  disreputable. 
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The  shed  and  out-building  at  the  Foss  school  must  be  reno- 
vated early  in  the  spring.  I  wonder  at  parents  allowing  it  to 
remain  as  it  is  so  long.  The  interior  of  the  school  house  needs 
some  minor  repairs.     A  new  stove  was  placed  there  this  year. 

The  Stetson  school  house  will  need  some  work  done  around 
its  underpinning,  the  sooner  the  better.  Would  be  well  to  have 
the  house  painted  also.  Think  it  would  be  good  enconomy  for 
the  town  to  repaint  its  school  houses  at  the  rate  of  one  or  two 
each  year. 

At  the  Eaton  school  a  new  shed  has  been  built  by  the  town 
and  the  inside  of  the  school  house  papered,  white-washed  and 
made  more  attractive  through  the  efforts  of  teacher  and  com- 
munity. We  are  very  pleased  to  express  our  appreciation  to 
Beckwith  and  Taylor  for  the  privilege  to  enlarge  the  play 
ground  here,  the  children  have  been  forced  into  the  highway 
to  play  in  the  past. 

The  town  of  Hartland  seems  to  think  Athens  is  not  doing 
quite  its  part  in  maintaining  the  school  at  Corson's  Corner;  ex- 
pense of  the  school  there  for  the  year  1913-14  has  been  $300.00, 
your  town  has  provided  school  building  and  paid  to  the  town 
of  Hartland  in  way  of  tuition  $78.00.  The  school  house  is 
badly  out  of  repair  and  one  half  of  the  pupils  come  from  the 
town  of  Athens.  Hartland's  proposition  is  that  the  two  towns 
share  the  expenses  of  the  school  for  the  coming  year. 

The  work  of  your  truant  officer,  Mr.  Hall,  has  been  very 
satisfactory,  hope  he  may  serve  in  same  capacity  another  year.

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School  Report 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee,  Athens,  Maine. 
Gentlemen:  — 

As  principal  of  your  boys  and  girls  of  high  school  age,  J 
submit  to  you  the  following  statements  based  on  school  year 
1914-1915. 

Athens  has  this  year  23  students  in  Somerset  Academy  or  70 
per  cent  of  the  total  enrollment.  Those  students  have  thus  far 
maintained  an  average  attendance  of  21.6  or  94  per  cent.  In 
support  of  the  school  in  which  you  have  your  boys  and  girls 
you  will  by  taxation,  state  high  school  aid,  and  provision  of  text 
books,  pay  about  50  per  cent  of  the  total  expense  for  the  year, 
by  taxation  alone  17  per  cent;  yet  you  have  70  per  cent  of  the 
total  enrollment.  In  an  interview  with  State  superintendent 
Payson  Smith  on  February  8,  he  said,  "I  have  found  it  true  that 
the  public  interest  in,  and  results  obtained  from  our  schools  in 
any  town,  is  directly  proportional  to  the  financial  backing  of 
them." 

I  regret  that  your  knowledge  of  our  school  will  have  to  be 
based  on  report.  I  regret  your  absence  in  our  school  rooms. 
There  have  been  a  good  number  of  visitors  but  the  list  shows  no 
names  of  school  board  or  parents.  So  permit  me  to  speak  ft 
word  of  hearty  commendation  for  the  work  of  my  assistant,  Miss 
Whipple;  and  your  superintendent,  Mr.  Wood,  have  found  him 
a  real  man  under  whom  it  is  a  pleasure  to  work. 

Somerset  Academy  is  located  in  an  agricultural  community, 
and  the  course  of  study  should  be  more  directly  in  sympathy 
with  the  school  environment  to  educate  to  the  county  instead  of 
away  from  it.  At  present  the  school  can  prepare  students  for 
college  and  normal,  but  a  greater  per  cent  of  your  boys  and  girls 
will  go  to  neither,  and  I  must  confess  that  full  possibilities  are 
not  being  grasped  to  prepare  that  greater  per  cent  for  life. 
Under  present  financial  backing  the  academy  can  only  offer  a 
minimum  course  of  study  which  has  to  be,  by  state  requirements, 
that  to  fit  for  college  and  normal  school.  With  its  environment 
your  high  school  should  assume  the  position  of  a  community 
social  center  and  take  an  active  interest  in  these  things  vital 
to  your  homes  and  your  community  welfare,    You  will  see  I  am 
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not  giving  you  a  puffing  report  so  let  me  add  that  the  standard 
of  scholarship  and  equipment  is  not  on  par,  but  those  are  no 
insurmountable  reasons  why  these  things  should  be  so. 

The  principal  extends  to  the  school  board,  parents,  and  any 
one  interested  a  hearty  invitation  to  visit  school,  to  talk  over 
facts  and  possibilities  and  to  make  use  of  him  in  any  way  for 
the  good  of  the  community  he  is  hired  to  serve. 

I  am  sure  the  trustees  will  heartily  acknowledge  all  thr> 
above.

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Superintendent's  Report 


To  Elmer  H.  Tibbetts,  Cecil  Jewett  and  Charles  S.  Brayton, 
Superintending  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Athens. 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  schools  in  your  town  since  they  came  under 
my  supervision,  July  1,  1914,  together  with  a  statement  of  ex- 
penditures for  the  maintenance  of  the  same  for  the  fiscal  year 
1914-1915. 

The  work  of  the  schools  has  been  excellent  considering  the 
conditions  under  which  they  are  operated.  You  have  had  a 
corps  of  teachers  who  are  enthusiastically  interested  in  school 
work  and  who  are  generally  making  good  use  of  everything  at 
their  command  for  the  interests  of  the  pupils  under  their  in- 
struction. A  class  for  professional  improvement  has  been  held 
quite  regularly  throughout  the  winter  with  meetings  weekly 
under  the  general  direction  of  Principal  G.  F.  Williams.  A 
general  meeting  for  all  teachers  in  this  superintendence  unit 
was  held  during  the  early  winter  at  Somerset  Academy.  The 
meeting  was  well  attended  by  teachers  who  co-operated  in  a 
program  which  was  pronounced  helpful. 

The  repairs  needed  at  the  Franklin  school  and  reported 
to  you  last  year  have  not  yet  been  made  and  the  same  disreput- 
able condition  remains.  In  some  ways  an  even  worse  condition 
exists  at  the  McKinley  school  and  the  Foss  building  is  almost 
hopelessly  antiquated. 

No  class  is  to  leave  the  Grammar  school  this  spring  and  I 
suggest  that  no  class  be  graduated  from  this  school  for  two 
years.  However,  with  the  crowded  condition  at  this  building 
it  is  impossible  to  care  for  additional  pupils  under  present  con- 
ditions. 

The  town  has  again  supported  nine  schools  besides  the  one 
at  Coston's  Corner  which  means  that  we  are  maintaining  the 
least  efficient  and  considering  value  received,  the  most  expensive 
system  known. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  certain  facts  in  connec- 
tion with  the  relative  cost  per  pupil  (reckoned  on  the  basis  of 
average  attendance).  On  this  basis  the  average  cost  per  pu- 
pil for  the  year  is  as  follows: 
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At  the  village  school  (Gram,  and  Prim.)   ....  $15.00 


Taking  these  four  small  schools  together  the  average  cost 
per  pupil  is  twice  that  of  the  pupils  in  the  village  school.  You 
may  draw  your  own  conclusion.  Nevertheless  these  figures 
tell  only  one  side  of  the  story.  You  will  note  that  despite  the 
small  attendance  there  are,  at  the  McKinley  school,  under  one 
teacher,  six  grades,  and  at  the  Garfield  a  much  larger  school, 
are  found  eight  grades.  At  this  school  I  found  a  daily  schedule 
of  forty  recitations.  This  means  nothing  less  than  inefficiency, 
emphasized.  No  teacher  can  do  her  best  work  for  eight  grades. 
In  every  other  line  of  work,  consolidation  and  division  of  labor 
are  keystones  in  the  development  of  efficiency  and  it  is  beyond 
my  ability  to  understand  why  our  public  school  system  should 
continue  to  follow  the  old  ruts  especially  in  rural  communities 
We  must  conclude  that  we  either  do  not  know  or  that  we  do  not 
care.  If  the  town  will  follow  a  line  of  gradual  progress  we 
can  double  the  efficiency  of  our  schools  in  six  years  without 
assuming  a  heavy  burden  of  taxation. 

The  first  step  is  the  erection  of  a  new  building  for  the 
grades,  three  rooms,  three  grades  in  a  room  and  the  building  to 
be  centrally  located.  This  building  is  immediately  demanded 
by  conditions  at  our  village  schools,  it  is  demanded  by  the  com- 
parative inefficiency  and  the  high  cost  of  support  of  our  small 
rural  schools  and  is  made  further  advisable  at  this  time  by  the 
necessity  for  immediate  and  extended  repairs  on  several  school 
buildings.  To  restrict  so  far  as  possible  the  number  of  daily 
recitations  I  suggest  that  we  make  and  strictly  adhere  to  a  rul- 
ing that  children  be  allowed  to  enter  the  first  grade  only  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term. 

In  several  schools  I  have  found  more  than  one  class  in  the 
same  subject  in  the  same  grade,  the  result  of  children  entering 
the  grade  at  different  times  during  the  year. 

I  think  it  is  not  generally  understood  that  the  appropriation 
for  "Text  Books  and  Supplies"  furnishes  not  only  the  Common 
schools  but  also  the  high  school  text  books.  The  demands  of 
the  high  school  course  make  necessary  a  considerable  annual, 
outlay  for  secondary  work.     Since  I  became  your  superinten-

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dent  a  total  of  $92.97  has  been  expended  for  books.  Of  this 
amount  only  $22.75  has  been  paid  for  common  school  texts. 
The  balance  $70.22  has  been  required  for  high  school  books. 
This  fact  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  planning  for  the 
annual  appropriation. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  children  of  Athens 
have  nearly  five  weeks  less  schooling  than  the  average  for  this 
state  and  my  recommendation  for  an  increased  appropriation 
does  not  provide  for  a  longer  school  year.  However,  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  for  at  least  32  weeks  of  school.

To  Chas.  S.  Brayton,  Elmer  H.  Tibbetts,  and  Ernest  F. 
Cook,  Superintending  School  Committee  of  the  town  of  Athens. 

Gentlemen: 

I  respectfully  present  to  you  my  second  annual  report.  I 
omit  the  usual  statistical  report  of  attendance  because  our 
terms  have  not  come  within  the  present  fiscal  year  and  I  will 
present  in  my  next  annual  report  a  statistical  report  covering 
the  complete  school  year  ending  July  1st,  1916. 

Certain  conditions  which  were  not  foreseen  have  made  it 
impossible  to  keep  our  common  school  expenditures  within  the 
estimated  income  as  presented  to  the  town  at  our  last  annual 
meeting. 

First,  the  burning  of  the  home  of  Wm.  Chapman  in  the  Cos- 
ton's  Corner  district  brought  into  the  town  of  Athens  from  the 
town  of  Hartland  five  children  who  attend  the  Coston's  Corner 
school,  thus  reducing  the  estimated  tuition  from  Hartland  by 
nearly  $100.00. 

Second,  the  reversal  by  special  town  meeting,  last  spring,  of 
the  judgment  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  school 
committee  that  it  was  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town  to  con- 
vey the  pupils  from  Eaton  to  the  Washington  school,  has  in- 
creased the  estimated  expense  of  maintsining  that  school  by 
about  $150.00. 

To  maintain  the  present  number  of  schools  will  require  an 
appropriation  of  not  les3  than  $1600. 

Under  the  present  law  we  must  maintain  not  less  than  30 
weeks  of  school  each  year. 

When  the  town  is  ready  for  the  change  a  reduction  of  the 
number  of  schools  in  town  would  result  in  increased  efficiency. 
No  radical  change  can  however  be  recommended  with  the  pres- 
ent buildings. 

Repairs  have  been  made  on  the  following  buildings:  New 
plaster  at  Franklin.  New  sills  at  McKinley.  Outhouse  shingled 
at  McKinley.    House  painted  at  Stetson. 

During  the  ensuing  year,  the  village  building  should  be 
painted,  and  the  north  side  of  the  main  house  should  be  shingled. 
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The  underpinning  at  the  village  building  should  also  be  re- 
paired. At  Garfield,  the  building  needs  to  be  trussed  with  iron 
rods.  New  seats  should  be  placed  in  the  Franklin  school.  The 
Stetson  building  should  be  painted  inside.  For  these  purposes 
I  suggest  that  $250  is  needed. 

Sufficient  books  for  our  ten  schools  cannot  be  secured  for 
less  than  $350.00.

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School  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Athens: 

We  respectfully  submit  our  annual  report  of  the  condition 
of  your  schools.  Of  the  repairs  suggested  by  your  superintend- 
ent in  his  last  report,  the  following  have  been  made:  The  east 
side  of  the  grammar  school  building  has  been  shingled.  New 
seats  have  been  placed  in  the  Franklin  school  and  other  minor 
repairs  have  been  made  at  that  school.  The  Stetson  building  has 
been  painted  inside.  The  rods  for  trussing  the  Garfield  house 
are  ready  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  work.  The 
lighting  and  seating  have  been  changed  in  the  village,  gram- 
mar and  primary  schools. 

We  suggest  that  a  definite  program  for  the  improvement  of 
the  physical  conditions  of  your  schools  be  adopted  and  the  town 
prepare  to  meet  the  demands  of  new  legislation  along  this  line, 
and  the  trend  toward  the  standardization  of  rural  schools.  We 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  you  are  keeping  in  repair 
ten  different  school  buildings. 

We  also  suggest  again  that  the  maintenance  of  so  many 
small  schools  is  both  wasteful  and  inefficient.  We  are  ready, 
whenever  the  town  is  prepared  for  the  advance,  to  present  a 
definite  program  of  changes  which  we  believe  would  result  in  a 
very  marked  strengthening  of  the  school  system. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  statistics  presented  near  the 
end  of  our  report. 

This  town,  with  ten  schools,  must  maintain  an  aggregate  of 
three  hundred  school  weeks  during  the  school  year,  each  school 
having  only  30  weeks.  A  nearby  town  with  a  more  efficient  sys- 
tem secures  in  each  school  a  thirty-six  week  school  year,  but 
with  an  aggregate  of  only  two  hundred  and  sixteen  weeks. 

That  town  pays  for  86  weeks  less  school  than  we,  yet  each 
school  has  six  more  weeks  than  do  ours. 

We  hope  for  careful  study  of  our  school  problems  and  an 
open-minded  consideration  of  proposed  improvements,

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School  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Athens: 

The  work  of  the  schools  has  been,  we  believe,  well  up  to 
the  standard  of  other  years.  Nevertheless  there  is  room  for 
improvement.  There  is  no  uniform  course  of  study  in  the 
schools.  Where  many  of  the  teachers  have  had  but  little  ex- 
perience this  is  a  distinct  disadvantage.  The  State  Superin- 
tendent is  now  having  a  course  of  study  prepared  which  we 
hope  will  soon  be  available. 

The  weather  and  traveling  have  been  such  that  attendance 
in  the  winter  has  been  irregular  and  several  of  the  schools 
were  closed  but  will  have  a  longer  term  this  spring  in  order  to 
get  thirty  weeks  of  school  before  July  first. 

You  will  note  an  unexpended  balance  in  the  Common  School 
account.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  schools  have 
not  kept  the  required  thirty  weeks.  If  the  schools  had  con- 
tinued as  long  as  intended  this  winter  there  would  have  been 
an  overdraft  in  this  account. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  State  Law  requiring 
towns  to  appropriate  money  for  the  purchasing  of  flags  and 
appliances  for  displaying  them.  This  appropriation  must  be 
separate  from  all  other  appropriations  for  school  purposes. 

Near  the  end  of  our  report  we  have  recommended  the 
amounts  that  we  believe  the  town  must  raise  for  the  ensuing 
year.  We  have  carefully  considered  each  one  and  feel  that 
the  amount  asked  for  is  as  low  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it.

School  Report 


To  the  citizens  of  Athens:  — 

The  school  superintendent  being  called  to  army  service 
just  as  schools  were  opening  in  the  fall,  left  us  without  a  sup- 
erintendent at  the  time  when  superintendence  was  most  needed 
and  when  it  would  have  accomplished  the  most.  It  was  a  month 
before  Mr.  Pattee  was  elected  to  the  position  and  he  was  there- 
fore at  a  disadvantage  but  did,  we  believe,  as  well  as  could  be  ex- 
pected under  the  curcumstanees.  Under  the  conditions  it  is 
difficult  to  make  any  satisfactory  report  regarding  the  work  of 
teachers  or  the  progress  made  by  pupils.  The  prevailing  sick- 
ness has  interfered  somewhat,  though  not  as  seriously  with  our 
schools  as  in  many  places. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  schools  has  increased  as  has  every- 
thing else.  However,  the  appropriations  were  such  that  we 
have  kept  well  within  the  resources  for  all  school  accounts. 
The  Washington  Schools  and  the  Lincoln  School  at  West  Athens 
have  two  weeks  more  to  keep  in  order  to  make  their  thirty 
weeks  for  the  year.  If  this  had  been  completed  the  unexpended 
balance  in  the  Common  School  Account  would  have  been  reduced 
to  about  $20. 

A  good  substantial  wall  has  ibeen  put  under  the  village 
school  building.  That  is  all  the  repairing  that  has  been  done 
outside  of  incidental  repairs  at  various  places.  We  had  planned 
to  do  some  painting  hut  the  price  of  material  and  difficulty  of 
obtaining  labor  at  any  price  prevented  that. 

We  believe  that  expenses  for  maintaining  common  schools 
will  be  about  the  same  for  the  ensuing  year  as  for  the  past  year 
and  therefore  recommend  that  $2,200.00  be  appropriated  for  com- 
mon school  purposes,  the  same  amount  as  was  appropriated 
last  year. 

We  recommend  that  $150.00  be  raised  for  repairs  of  school 
buildings,  $50.00  less  than  last  year. 

We  recommend  that  $300.00  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase 
of  text  books  and  supplies. 
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We  ask  that  the  unexpended  balance  in  the  flag  account  be 
carried  over  for  another  year. 

The  usual  contract  with  Somerset  Academy  should  be  ar- 
ranged.

I  have  examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  for  the 
year  ending  February  20,  1920  and  find  the  payments  properly 
vouched  for  and  the  books  accurately  balanced.

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School  Report 


To  the  citizens  of  Athens: 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Rhoades,  at  a  time  when  supervision 
by  one  familiar  with  the  details  of  the  work  is  most  essential, 
is  to  be  regretted,  but  upon  the  whole,  good  work  has  been  done 
by  the  pupils,  and  the  teachers  have  fostered  the  proper  school 
spirit  in  a  praiseworthy  manner.  Their  co-operation  with  the 
school  officials  has  been  of  the  best. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  schools  has  been  increased  by 
approximately  four  hundred  dollars  over  that  of  last  year. 
This  was  due  largely  to  the  increased  cost  of  transportation,  but 
not  withstanding,  we  have  been  able  to  increase  the  length  of 
the  school  year  by  two  weeks.  This  was  made  possible  by  the 
receipt  of  three  hundred  dollars  from  the  Common  School 
Equalization  fund.  We  believe  Athens  has  never  participated 
in  the  distribution  of  this  fund  before. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  teachers  will  demand  an  in- 
crease of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  per  cent  in  wage,  for  the 
coming  year.  If  this  is  true,  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase 
last  year's  appropriation  by  approximately  seven  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

We  recommend  appropriating  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  repairs  of  school  buildings. 

We  recommend  appropriating  three  hundred  dollars  for  text 
books  and  supplies. 

We  ask  an  appropriation  of  ten  dollars  for  flags  and  ap- 
pliances. 

The  usual  contract  with  Somerset  Academy  should  be  made.
